BOOK NOTICES. 



The American State Reports, Vol. XLI.— Containing the cases of general value and 
authority, decided in the courts of last resort of the several States, selected, reported and 
annotated by A. U. Freeman. Bancroft- Whitney Co., San Francisco, 1895. 

The selection of cases for this volume displays the same excellent judgment 
which marks its predecessors in this invaluable series. In addition to the brief 
annotations following each opinion, the volume contains several valuable mono- 
graphic notes. One of these is devoted to the Power to Compel a Party to Pro- 
duce Books and Papers as Evidence for, or for Examination by, his Adversary (9 
pp.) ; another to Waiver of Mechanics' Liens by Taking Other Security (6 pp.). 
The interesting and comparatively new doctrine of the Bight of Abutting Owners 
to the Easement of Light and Air from the Street, regardless of the ownership of 
the fee, is the subject of an elaborate note. This principle was first firmly estab- 
lished in the celebrated litigation in New York, known as the " Elevated Bailroad 
Cases." (Story v. New York El. B. B. Co., 90 N. Y. 122— s. c. 43 Am. Bep. 146, 
and Lohr v. Metropolitan El. R. B. Co., 104 N. Y. 268). Before the decision in 
these cases, it was an established doctrine in New York that the operation of a 
steam railway in the street was not an additional servitude. When the elevated 
railways were built, the only ground upon which the courts could afford abutting 
owners relief in damages for the darkening of their houses by the elevated 
railway structures, and the smoke, soot and cinders from the cars, was that 
the abutting owners, though the fee of the street was in the city, had an easement 
of light and air from the street. Other notes are Partition in connection with the 
Distribution of Decedent's Estates (11 pp.) ; Bules of Court, including the au- 
thority of courts to enact rules, limitations upon the power, and their construction 
and effect (7 pp.) ; and the Constitutionality and Construction of Statutes Impos- 
ing a Collateral Inheritance Tax (6 pp.). 

We have already taken occasion to commend these reports. They are virtually 
reports and text-books combined. By their use, the practitioner possesses much 
the same advantage over his old-fashioned adversary, both in economy of time and 
accuracy of result, as modern machinery possesses over the crude methods of the 
last century.
